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PREFACE. 



In the year 1876, in the midst of the Centennial glow, lie 
wribeir hereof was deputed to collate a Ligtorioal sketoh. of the 
Wisconsin Teaehere* Association, then approaching the dose of 
its first quarter-cent nry. This assignment resvdted in the prep- 
aration, of a paper, which was read at the 25tli Annual Meeting 
of the Association, at Green Bay, in 1877. Tliat paper was 
afterwards expanded into a f^raphlet which was published by 
the Association in 1878. Tor its data eonoeiming the earlier 
years of the organization, it was greatly indebted to an earlier 
abetoh, written 1^ Tofiiah L. Piekard in 1860, and alao to per- 
sonal recollections of Dr. Piekard, John G. McMynn, and 
others, which were gathered from them by oorrespondence and 
interviews. The official recoo^s of the Assotaation, nior&yvvar, 
furnished indispensable and reliable materiaL 

As the fiftieth year of the Aaaociation found me still in the 
ranks, I \va8 again drafted into service, and aet to write a review 
of its work through iwo quarters of a century for the "Jubilee 
Session," in Milwaukee, December SOth, 1902. This, as in the 
former instance, engendered a request that the paper be ex- 
panded for publication. The result is here presented, with 
niuoh misgiving as to its adequacy. The original sketch, of 
1878 has been freely used, mudi of its matter Laving been 
transferred bodily, while other parts have been recas-t to suit th)e 
wider undertaking. This was the more permisaible sinoe the 
original pamphlet is now rare and almost forgotten, aa this m&y 
be a few years hence. At the same time, the paper presented at 
the Jubilee Session has been freely modified, both by addition 
and omissitm, to suit the new purpc^e. , - i 



4 Preface. 

To relieife the historical narrative f rcmi cmnbering detail, and 
at the aaine time to pmerve material useful for future raference, 
it was thought hest to gather into an appendix the charter and 
oonstitution of the Association, a tabulation of officers and meet- 
ings, and a samas&r^ oi all its programs. WhUe this list of 
all the more important addreases, reports, and papers presented 
during the half-centuiy occupies many pages, its preparation, was 
advised by leading members of the Association who were con- 
sulted. It is belierad that this list will he found interesting to 
1^ older membeira, at least, through the many aflBOcia.tions ^lidi 
its perasal will arouse ; and the future student of the movements 
of educational thought and interest in our State may surely find 
valuable data for that purpose in these condensed programe. 

It will be observed tihat, during the later years, siiLca the drop- 
ping of the aemd-annual meetings and the location of the annual 
inieetinga at Milwaukee there has been a remarkable, and pofr- 
aibly unprofitable, expansion of the programia, through multi- 
plication of sections and crowding of exercises. It was thus 
found impracticable to present complete lists of the papers and 
diaeuBsions scheduled in all thie sectional meetings,

The Territory of Wisconsiii was very fortunate in the char- 
acter of itfl early settlers. The great financial eriaia of 1837 
drove many people westward who had attained a mieasuTe of 
huslneea and social prominence in the Atlantio States. Wis- 
conain was them the Far West^ and so it reoedved in the early 
"forties" a pioneer population not of foredgnrbom peasantry or 
the driftwood of older states, but of as high a grade intellectually 
and socially as those who remained in the East Similarly, it 
happened that in the territorial days there was found in Wis- 
consin a somewhat remarkable body of young men^ scholarly in 
attainments, noble in purpose, and devoted to the work of educa- 
tion. Thus t^e nascrat State was bleesed by the possession in 
its earliest years, of a circle of large-brained and wbole-BOuled 
educators, of whom it may suffice here to name those revered 
fatliers of our educational system, CoL ^diajBl Frank, Josiah 
L. Pickard, and John G. McMynn, Grander mien than these 
never inaugurated educational enterprises in any oomnumwealth. 
In the face of adverse circumstances and manifold disoourage- 
mante, they went sturdily and faitMully forward, and laid well 
the foundations on which was to rise tlie present educational

system of our State. To the consideraticm of theee pioDeer 
moTements Bomie space ie juatlj due. 

PEBVIOUS EFFOKT3. 

Hie first educational gathering in the Xorthweet, ao far as 
can be learned, was held at Chicago in October, 1846. This 
meeting was, naturally enongh, not a lai^ (me ; but among those 
present were the Hon. Henry Barnard than Supt. of Sdioola in 
Ehode Idaad, Profs. Wm. F. Phelps, O. E. Pierce, and J. L. 
Pickard. Mr. Phelps waa then a teacher in the Albany Normal 
School, and Mr, Pickard was teaching at Elizabeth, 111., though 
called imjnediately afterwards to Platteville Aoademp in. this 
State. Wm, B. Ogden and John Wentworth (Long John) 
we're also in attendance upon the meebingp of the oonvention. 
Among the mental pictures of this occasion, is one of Dr. Bar- 
nard addressing the school children of Chicago from the head of 
-a barrel. 

At the close of the convention, the greater part of its memibers 
reeolved themselves into a Teachers' Institute, which continued 
ita session for ten days, varying the daily labors, ootsasionally, 
with evening parties, which we may well believe to have been 
hearty and enjoyable affairs. Salemi Town, he of the old Word 
Analysis book, was conductor of the Institute during a portion 
of the time. 

The next educational movement In this region seems to have 
been the "Mining Region Teachers' Association," which held 
meetings at Platteville ia 1848, at Ihibuque in the spring of 
1849, at Mineral Point in 1850, at Galena in 1851 and possibly 
in 1852. TBie leading spirits in this organization were Prof. 
J. L. Pickard ; Dr. Azel P. Ladd, afterwards State Supt. ; Eev. 
A. S. Allen, the Nestor of the whole nioveflnjent ; his son, after- 
wards Gen. T. S. Allen of the Oshhosh Northwestern; Judge 
J. T. Mills, of Lancaster; Messrs. C. Childs, J. N. Wagoner, 
C. B. Gi»drich, C. H. Coleman, J. L Enos, and Dr. Lee. In 
this connection may also be named Judge Lincoln Clark, Benj. 
Samuels, and Thos. H. Benton, Jr, We may be sure from a

glanco at these namies that there was no lack of vigor in the work 
of the Association. 

Similar work appears to have begun early along the lake-shore, 
about Kenoaha, in which and adjoining towns educational meet- 
ings were frequently held in the yeara from 1849 to 1852. At 
these meetings, the people met and were addressed by Judge Jno. 
B. Jiison, Col. M. Frank, J. W. Webster, Esq., and such teacheTB 
as Jno. G. IfeMynn, Z. C Graves, Mr. Marks, and John B. Coft 
I cannot ascertain the date of the formation of the "Kenosha 
County Teadbers' AssocJation," but I find that it held meetings 
in March and April, 1853. At the meeting of March 11th, 
1853, about 30 were in attendance J. W. "Webster was Chair- 
man and George M. Dewey, Secretary. J, C. Roberta, John B. 
Jiison, Dr. Adams, and Jno. G. McMynn were appointed a ooin- 
mtttee to make preparations for a county cedebration on the 
Ponrth of July. 

In 1852, Dr. A. P. Ladd, already mentioned, became State 
Superintendent of Public Instnietion, and htia acqnaintance 
with the work in the mining region, and also with that of Mr. 
McMynn and his coadjutors along the lake-ahore, was the means 
of bringing the two seotiona into closer intimacy and co-opera- 
tion. 

OEGANIZATION OF THE STATE ASSOCIATION.

Says Mr. Pickard in 18G0, "The first known proposition to 
organize a State Tea^^ers' Association was made by one (J. G. 
McMynn) who has since then enjoyed fully the eonfidenoe and 
affection of hia fellow teachers throughout the State; who baa 
passed through sconea of sorrow and of joy, coming from! them 
all, the same true friend and faithful and earnest instructor. 
Were wo writing a novel or editing a roniance, we could Ti"ish no 
better character to bring out as a hero — and certainly we have a 
scene with which to introduce him equaling anything of Cooper 
or Jaines. 

Our friend ma^it have been seen, at the close of a summer 
day, when, aa on many fonncr days, he passed along — drawn

by an aged white horEe — over the len^h and breadth of the set- 
tied part of oar State — apemding the leisure afforded him by the 
summer raoation as a misBionaiy in behalf of the Teacher." 
Surely this pilgrimage was no iusigiuficaiLt event dn the educa- 
tional history of our State. A letter to Mr. MeMynn called out 
the following reply: 

"My trip 'with the white horee' to which you allude, was only 
a long, weaneomie, but interesting journey to Wauke^a, Ocono- 
mowoc, Palmyra, Eipon, Fond du Lae, Madison, Darien, Dela- 
Tan, Elkhom, and Burlington, for the purpose of seeing teach- 
ers, clCTgymen, lawyers, doctors, and other men of influence, in 
regard to school matters. I was cordially and kindly reoeiyed by 
meet, and I think that my interest and enthu^asmi were no 
greater than that of others whom I met. On this trip, I visited 
everybody I could hear of who was known to feel any special 
interest in publio schools. After we formed the Association, 
we were quite successful in calling attention to Bchool matters." 

The first meeting of the Association waa held at Madison on 
July 12th, 13th, and 14th of the year 1853, pursuant to a call, or 
invitation, issued by State Supt A. P. Ladd. "At this time the 
constitution was framed, during the adoption of whlich sonte 
friendly but warm argument waa advanced, tending not only to 
eetablish the fundamental law by which we are now governed, 
but to fix and harden the cement of brotherly love which was to 
unite forever, in tlveir affection for the cause, those kindred 
spirits, who, in the face of difiiculty and evetn opposition, had 
gathered there to organize the body of whidi we are proud to 
be enrolled as members with theuL" 

The Constatuiion waa Eugned by the following named gentle- 
men — eight in all — who may therefore be recorded as the "ehai^ 
ter memlwrs" of the Association, viz. : — Tosiah L. Pickard, of 
Platteville; Walter Van Ness, of Fond du Lae; J. L, Enoa, of 
Madison ; R. O. Kellogg, of Appleton ; J. C. McMynn, of Ra- 
cine ; S. G. Stacy, of Madison ; J. H. Lathrop, of the State Uni- 
versity ; and O. B. Goodrich, of Mineral Point.

COHSTITUTION. 

(Adopted July IBIh, 1853.) 

Abticle I. This association Bhall l>e called the Wisconsin 
Teachers' Association, and shall have for its object Uie mutual 
improvement of its members, and the advauoemient of public 
education tbrougbout the State. 

Akticlx II. The Association shall consist of persans en- 
gaged in teadiing in this State, who diall pay one dollar annu- 
ally. Honorary members may be elected at any htitiiiu'I meet- 
ing, who may, by the payment of the annual fee, become acting- 
members. 

Article III. The officers of this Association shall be a 
President, three Vice Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and a 
Board of five Counselors, who, with the President and Seta-etary, 
shall constitute an Executive Ooanmattee — any three of whom 
shall be a quorum, — to be elected by ballot at each annual meet- 
ing. 

Abticlk rV". The duties of the President, Vice President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer shall be such as pertain to the same 
offices in similar associations. 

Article V. The Executive Commdttee shall arrange buai- 
ness, procure lecturers for the same, and through the Secretary 
of the Association, who shall be ex-ofBcio their Secretary, con- 
duct such correepondenee as may be deemed advisable. They 
shall also hare power to call special meetings of the Association, 
to £11 all vacancice oocurring in the ofBoes, and shall nmke to tho 
Association an annual report of their proceedings. 

AsTiCLE IV. The annual meeting shall be held at such time 
and place as the Executive Committee may designa.te; and any 
five members wbo shall meet at a regular or special meeting 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Abticije VII. This Constitution may be amended at any 
annual meeting of the Association, by a vote of two-tiiirds of the 
members preeent. i i i . i 

One provision of the Constitution, it will be obeerved, was

that none but those actually enjiaged in teaching in the State 
could become at once r^iilar members; but otliers oould be 
elected aa honorary moinI>er8 and cotild then, by t!i© paymeoit of 
the usual fee, become acting members. Accordingly, the eight 
proceeded to elect nine others as honorary members, viz., State 
SupL A. P. Ladd ; K Hodges, of Fond du Lac; J. M. Northrop, 
Madison ; Rev. C. Lord, Madison ; C, S. Chase, Racine; El Dan- 
iels, Ripon ; J. M. Ooe, G. J. Kellogg, and Rev. W. H. Thomp- 
son, Madison. The original eight, and so many of the nine && 
had paid their one dollar each, then proceeded to elect the eleven 
officers provided for by the Constitution, with the following 
result : President, Jno. G. McMynn ; Vice Presidents, J, L. 
Picbard, C S. Chase, and J. L Enos ; Secretary, Walter Van 
Ness; Treasurer, E. Hodges; Counselors, S. G. Stacy, C B. 
Gioodrich, R. O. Kell(^, J. T. Mills, of Lancaster, and E. 
Childs, of Beloit ; the last two named not being present at the 
meeting. 

The work of organization, thus completed, consiuned the first 
afternoon and all of the second day. On the seoond evening, 
the Association was addressed by C S. Chase, Esq., of Racine; 
on the third day it was addressed, in the forenoon, by Chancellor 
Lathrop of the University ; in the afternoon, by J. L. Piekard ; 
and in the evening, by J. G, Mcilynn, So runneth the record; 
but the report of Supt. Ladd for that year gives the name of 
Rev, C. Lord, of Madison, also as one of the speakers. 

EAHLY MEETINGS. 

The second meeting of the Association, also held at Madison, 
opened on August 9, 1S54. To quote directly from the hiistor- 
ieal sketch prepared by Prof. J. L. Piekard, in 1860; 

"So little interest was felt, by eifcheir the teachers of the State 
or the citizens of Madison, that thoee who camie to attend the 
Association oould find no one expecting thorn, nor that any pro- 
viaion had been nUade even for a place in ^vhich to hold their 
meetings. They 'happened together' at one of the inns of Ihe 
place, and after miuch time spent in froitleaa search for some 
one sufficiently interested in the cause to procure them a suitable 
': :(ooin>.ihef sallied forth to look for themselves. At leaigtih. in^ 
'■■••■■■-.■ ^^ C> 
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an obscure room in the old Court House, of wliidi one of tliem 
had obtained the key, and by the li^t of a few tallow candles 
purchased by one of their number, and which, for want of candle- 
Btieka, were held by the hands of as niiany teachers, with one citi- 
zen as a witness of their proceedings — the Association, entered 
upon its business. The records do not tell us how many were 
preeent, but, from the recollecton of all who can be fooind, we 
learn that there were but six or seven teadhers, and eight or ten 
boot agents at the opening of the session. And, indeed, this is 
not to be wondered at ; for a Teachers' Association oould not ex- 
pect to be popnlar, in a State in which the profession was so 
lightiy esteemed." 

"The remainder of the session waa mudb better attended, for 
curiosity waa somewhat aroused to leam what coTild induce men, 
and, above aU, teachers — to come from home at a very consider- 
able expense, (in those days they had no 'rotum free' tickets, nor 
deductions from hotel bills), to at.tend meetings of their own 
'craft.' " 

At this second meeting there was, as has been the oominon 
custom ever since, at least ono "animated and exciting disou*- 
sion." On this ooeaaion it was over a proposed amiendmient to 
the Constitution, throwing open the membership to "any active 
friend of education," The amendment was lost As the his- 
torian of 1860 observes, the relative num'ber of teachers and 
book agents mil explain the apparent exdusiveness. The 
records show a total enrollment of 22 members, including several 
ladies. 

To us, looking back at that meeting and its results, it seems 
by no means to have failed of success. But its members not 
having the eye of prophecy, looked upon, it as a discouraging 
failure, and even took into consideration the wisdom of suspend- 
ing tlieir effort. Says Prof. Pickard : 

"In consequence of the discouraging want of interest fait in 
our organization, it was seriously proposed that the institution 
be 'dropped' till future generations should be able to produce 
more 'live* teachers to carry it on ; but one more effort was re- 
solved upon if a meeting could be held at a point where 'outside 
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influences' could bo made to 'tell' in our favor, Kacine was 
proposed, which put an end to further discuaeion. in the matter." 
The addresses delivered at this eeesion, together with the mior 
utea of the Association, were printed in pamphlet form and ex- 
tensively circulated throughout the State At the seesion of 
the State Legislature for 1855, a charter waa procured for the 
Association, 

Hie 3d Annual Meeting of the Asaociation oommjemced on the 
15th of August, 18S5, and fuUy justified the perseverance of 
its workers, 150 names being enrolled on the first d&y, ^Hie 
Association here fell upon the tide of assured success, and since 
ihia third meeting no man has talked of waiting for another gen- 
eration to take up and carry on the work. 

At this Racine meeting, the railroad companiee, then few in 
the State, granted reduced faros for the first time; the omaibus 
lines of the city were at the free service of th Assooiation, and 
the citizens vied with each other in the extent of their hospitali- 
ties. The Association visited Racine College, in a body, where 
they were well fed and otherwise delightfully entertained. 
Here the Association took its first excursion, going at the invita- 
tion of the officers of the Racine & Mississippi Railroad for a 
ride on open fiatrcars at the early hour of half past 8.0. in. the 
morning. This is an event in our history not likely to be re- 
peated, for never again oould a corporal's guard of us be got 
ready at that hour of the day. 

But the various courtesies thus received did not distract ibe 
Association from; its solid work, as will be seen hy referenoe to 
the list of addressee and essays presented and discussed. Says 
Mr, McMynn, in a letter concerning these early years "The 
meetings were for work and not mere enjoyment, and I think 
men never worked more unselfishly than Pickard, Hodges,Enoe, 
Van Kees, Stacy, Goodrich, and others. These mien sowed the 
seed which we are now reaping. I feel veiry grateful tiiat my 
lot was oast among such men as I have named. I felt after 
attending those early meetings of liie AsBociatioa that I was 
stronger mentally and morally." 

The Fourth Annual Meeting was held at Beloit comimiencing

August 6, 1856. This meeting discussed, eepecially, ihe suV 
jecta of graded schools, and the erection and improvamcnt of 
school buildings. It is a mlatter of some interest, lookiug back- 
ward to read that at this meeting in 1856, Walter Van. Neaa 
read an essay on "The Disconnection of the State Superin- 
tendeney with Politics." 

The Fifth Meeting was held at Waukesha, beginning August 
12th, 1857. Here was announced the deaft. of Mr. Van Neee, 
on© of the original members of the Association, and fitting reso- 
lutions were adopted. Among the subjects discussed, was "The 
Necessity of Normal Schools;" and a oonunittee was appointed 
to report the next year on "Eevision of the Sdiool Laws." 

The Sixth Annual Meeting oonvened at Portage City <m the 
3rd of August, 1858. Two deaths fpcon our membership were 
here reported — those of Mrs. Ellen W. McMynn. and Miiss Kate 
S, Wright Mr. Aaron Pickett of Horicon, Chairman of Ihe 
Committee on Revision of thw Sdiool Laws, made a voluminous 
and well written report. Eev. J. A. Pradt made an able report 
frcHn the same Committee on the separate subject of Normal 
Schools — the two reports proposing, in effect, a plan for a State 
system of edacatii(»i. 

The Seventh Meeting was held at Madison, July 26-29, 1859. 
"The attendance upon this meeting was imprecedentedly lai^ 
amounting to 350 teacher^ very unusual intere^ being equated 
by the preeenoe of Hon. Henry Barnard, LL. D., his inaugura- 
tion as Chancellor of the State University, and his announce- 
ment of his plan of operations as agent for the £oard of Regents 
of Normal Schools." Mudi interest was aroused in the series of 
Teaohers' Institutes then announced ; and the Aisociation, at 
the reccHnmendation of Chancellor Barnard, elected Mr. Wm. S. 
Baker, of Massachusetts, as their agent, or representative to 
assist in the institate work, voting all the money in llie treasury 
for the payment of his salary, while subscriptions to the amount 
of $700 were obtained for tie same purpose by Mr. J. G. Mo- 
Kindley. The Association marched in procession, under the 
maishalship of D. Y. Xilgore, to attend the comjmenoement exer- 
cises of the University and the inauguration of ChanceUor 
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Barnard ; received and accepted free tickets to the exhibition of 
the WiseoEsin Horticultural Society; enjoyed a "sociable party" 
at the University, at the invitation of the Faculty ; ajid cloeed 
with a free steamboat ride on Lake Monona. 

The Eighth Meeting, and last before the war, convened at 
Milwaukee August 1, 1860. At this meeting, a hiatory of the 
Aflsociation, down to that time, prepared by Prof. J. L. Piekard 
and Dr. Jas. H. Magoflm, was read by the latter gentleinaii. 
The Association was addressed by Ti. S. Wentworth, of Chicago, 
Rev. J. L. Coming, and others. 



During the years of the war, the work of the Asaocdation waa 

not only affected by tho absence of miany miKubera from the 
State, but it also took on a new character and form, the sessions 
at Fond du Lac and Janeaville oonsisting largely of "institute 
exercises," whioh also made up a portion of the work of the ses- 
sion at Kenosha in 1863. At the Fond da Lac mjeeting, in 
1861, the institute exereisee wore conducted by Messrs. J. G. 
McMynn, SL D. Gaylord, A. Pickett, J. J. Angear, C. H. Allen, 
and others. Supt. Win. H. Wells, of Chicago, conducted exer- 
cises in Orthoepy ; Prof, A. S. Welch, of Michigan, gave an ex- 
ercise in Clomposition ; and Jaa. Mac Alistor of Milwuiikeo, "ex- 
hibited his system of Calisthenics, illustrating with a squad of 
sixteen members of the Association." It is fair to add that the 
awkward boys of the scjuad were John G. McMynn and A. J. 
Cheney. Here, also, Chas. Zimmjermlan^ a lad of thirteen, as- 
tonished the Association by his feats in map-drawing. The 
Association was addressed, in a general way, by Hon. Horatio 
Seymour, of Kew York. 

Another feature of this meeting will be best exhibited by a 
literal quotaton from the minutes, as made by the Secretajy, 
Prof. S. H. Peabody, Aug. 2, 1861. "At this stage of the pro- 
ceedings, the Secretary set before the President several pails 
full of solutions, sent in by a lady, which were referred to Mr. 
McMynn as a committee to present to the Association. The 
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contenta though palpable contradietiona, were nevertheleae ac- 
cepted and adopted, nemine contradicente." 

At the Janesville meeting, in 1862, Prof. J. B. M. Sill, of 
Michigan, conducted exercises in Sentential Analysis; Mr. Mae- 
Alister again presented the subject of Gynmastics, and aJao dis- 
cussed the subject of Composition in schools, while other 
institute eserciseswere conducted by J. L, Piekard, O. H. Allen, 
A. W. Whitcomb, B. J. Bristol, Miss Ada Pearaon, and othiers. 
The subject of Quadratic Equations seems to have been a favor- 
ite one, appearing both at this session and the previous one at 
Fond du Lac. At this time, the eumibrous Editorial Commuittee 
of the Journal of Education which had contadned as many as 
fifteen monubers, was dropped and the work letft winolly in the 
hands of the Resident Editor, Rev. J. D. Pradt, and the Mathe- 
matical Editor, Mr. T. D, Coryell. Here also the County 
Superintendents held their first convention, their sessions alter- 
na.ting with those of tho Association. Walworth. County was 
represented at this session by a delegation of 80 teachers, headed 
by Supt. A, J. Cheney. At this meeting, occurred a remarkable 
instanoe of free dissemination of information among teachers. 
One Beach, agent of A. S. i^mes & Co., had brought with him 
some three hundred dollars worth of volumes of the "Teachers' 
Library" for sale, and had left them about the room in whidi 
Uie sessions were held. President Jonathan Ford, in the good- 
ueas of his heart, called the attention of the teachers to these 
as being intended for them'. It is needlees to add that the books 
disappeared like the morning dew, and ihe agent mourned for 
bis dollars that wei-e not The meeting ended in a party and 
dance, engineered by O. M. Baker, J. W. Luak, et al. 

At the Kenosha meeting in 1803, institute exercises were con- 
ducted in Gramimar by Prof, Samuel S. Greene^ of Brown Uni- 
versity; in Gymnastics by Prof. G. H. Haskell, of Battle Creek, 
Mich. ; in Reading by Richard Edwards, of Illinois ; and in 
map-drawing by Mies H. N". Bartholojniew, of Racine. This 
meeting was especially favored with visitors from abroad, the 
list including the gentlemen just namied, tt^ether with J. D,

Eberhart, of Cbok Co., 111. ; D. F. DeWolf, of Ohio; C. Sweet, 
of Ro(Mord ; and S. H. White, of Chicago. Here the County 
Superitttendenta' convention was again an importaii.t feature of 
the session, they having been here first formally called, tc^ther 
by tie State Superintendent 

In the sumniea' of 1884, bo many of the active membeiB were 
abeent in the army that it was found impracticable to bold tlie 
annnal session at the usual time. But the return of the gallant 
40th Eagiment (Ilondred Days) from Memphis, in Septennber, 
removed the difficulty in part, and a meeting was held in No- 
vemjber at Milton. The discussions at this 12t}i meeting 
turned, very naturally after the experiences of the few preced- 
ing years, upon political education; and the f crowing was 
among the reeolutdons adopted : 

Resolved, That, warned by the wicked and causeless rebellion, 
waged hy ignorance and error against the integrity of our con- 
stitutional govermnent, it becomes tie serious duty of tsfeej 
true teacher to instruct his pupils in the civil and political his- 
tory of our State and Nation ; to instruct them in the science of 
civil government or the true relation of the citizen to the State 
and the State to the citizen, bo that in the end they miay pre- 
serve their own rights and liberties, have a just regard for those 
of others, and make the State in fact, as it is in theory, an organ- 
ization for the highest good of the peopla" 

Surely this has a ring about it of which the "men of *76" 
would not have been ashamed. A resolution was also passed 
urging upon the state some provision for the education of sol- 
diers' orphans. 

AFTEB THE WAR. 

The meeting at Whitewater, in 1865, would seemi to mark the 
beginning of a new phase in the history of the Association. The 
return of most of those teadiers who had been in military serv- 
ice, the establisdiment of the new Normal School system, and 
othe* causes, contributed to give a new life in many respects. 
Moreover, some who were prominent members before the war, 
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were diverted by it to other fields of labor, thios helping to -widen 
the gap between the ante bellum and the later days. 

A notable event of the Whitewater meeting -was an address by 
Hon. T. 0. Howe on "The Necessity of a more Extensive Edu- 
cation for the Welfare of the State," whioh was published in 
pamphlet form by the Association, Among the distinguished 
visitors at this meeting, was Dr. McGuffey, of the University of 
Virginia. 

The mjeeting of 1866 was held at Ripon. A prominent matter 
before it, as appears from the records, was a proposition by Prof. 
K. O. Spencer to donate a scholarahip in his Businees College, 
as a prize "to the most meritorious graduate from] each of the 
several high schools, imion schools, academies, and literary col- 
leges of the State, at the close of the nest scholastic year." For 
which liberal offer Prof. Spencer received the thants of lie Asso- 
ciation. The Ripon meeting, however, is most noted for the 
outside fun which "the boya" managed to perpetrate. It was 
here that a Committee on Text-Books was appointed, consisting 
of nine book-agents, with John H. Rolfe as Chairman. And 
then those malicious committeemen conspired against their 
Chairmlan, let him make his report, and then brought in a 
minority report signed by the remaining eight Here, too, it 
was that one Scribner persisted in displaying his books too piub- 
lidy, and they were m^ysteriously spirited away. He found his 
entire stock in tbe express office at Chicago, on his return, with 
enou^ advanced charges on them to pay for the ice cream for a 
goodly crowd. 

At La Orosse, in 1867, there was much making of resolutions, 
among them one committing the Association strongly to connpul- 
sory education. There was also laige hospitality on the i>art of 
the citizens, large enjoyment of the same by the members, a 
large attendance of visitors — among them Supt Ira F. Duvall, 
of St. Ixmis, Hon. J. W. Gregory, of Illinois, and others of note 
— and an excursion to Minneapolis by river. The presiding 
officer of this meeting (O. M. Baker) was a book agent. Here 
the "teaoheTB' brand" of cigars was introduced. But the most 
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intereBtnng outoide event wafl, perhaps, the game of base ball 
played between a "senib nine" from the Association and the first 
nine of tiie city club, with Brick Pomeroy as uanpire. Among 
the "scrubs" were Peck, of Mineral Point, with his one arm, 
C. H. Allen, A. J. Oiraiey, De Ia Matyr, and Geo. Newbury. 

SBMI-AITNCAL MBBTIHGS. 

The first Executive Session "for the diecuBsion of questions of 
State policy" wss held at Madison, oonunencing Dec. 36, 1867 
— at whiet timie the aubjecta discussed were Compulsory Educa- 
tion, Teachers' Institutes, Normal ScSiools, Education for the 
Feeble-Minded, and School Supervision. The subject of Edu- 
cation for the Eeeble-itiuded was introduced, for the first time, 
in a report by Dr. Thos. H, Little, Superintendent of liie State 
Sdiool for ^e Blind. 

The second Executive Session was held at Janesvillo, Dec. 
28, 1868. Its chief event was an able and exhaustive report on 
the County Superintendency. 

In December, 1870, an organization known as the Wiscooain 
Principals' Association held its first session, at Madison, which 
was presided over by W. D. Parker of Janesville. Geo. S. 
Albee of Kacine was elected President for the ensuing year and 
a second session was held in December, 1871. Both these ses- 
sions were interesting and profitable meetings ; but at the close 
of the second the oi^anization repealed all the articles of its 
constitution, thus terminating its existence. In later years, a 
similar organization has arisen as a quasi independent body, yet 
working as a section of the Wisconsin Teachers' Association. 

In December, 1872, a Convention of Superintendents and 
Principals was held in Madison at the call of State Supt. Fal- 
lows, taking the place of the defunct Principals' Association. 
But in December, 1873, this Association took up regularly the 
practice of holding a semi-annual meeting in the Holiday week, 
which was continued without interruption for fifteen years, until 
the discontimiance of the summer meetings in 1889. Why this 
semi-annual meeting should ever have been called the "Eraou- 
tive Session" mlay have puzzled many ; but it seems to have 
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arisCTi loosely frwn the fact that the first meetings of this sort, 
in 1867 and 1S68, were called by the executive oominftttee on its 
own motion and without previoua direction' on the part of the 
Associatioii. These meetingB were hi^d in the Capitol at Mad- 
ison, and served a very useful purpose The mefraberdiip was 
leea prouuiscaoas than at the Anjiual Meeting, held in the sumr 
mer, and attention was paid chiefly to questiauB of State policy 
in educational affaire. This faci^ on the oilier hand, tended to 
somewhat weaken interest in the summer meetings. 

THB "cONDnCTOBs' MEETIBQS." 

The Association attained its majority at Sparta in 1873. 
The Slat Meeting, held there, was a very succeesful ona Among 
the addressee delivered was a valuable one by W. T. Harris, 
LL. D., then city superintendent of St Louis, on "The Belation 
of Education to the Individual, Society, and the State." An 
excursion to the top of "Castle Eock" was ^^ recreative feature 
of the occasion. In connection with this Sparta meeting oc- 
curred what will never be forgotten by thoee who participated 
in it, the first "Institute Canductors* Meeting," held under the 
lead of Prof. Robert Graham. For some years thereafter, the 
annual "Ckaiductors' Meeting," held immediately preceding or 
succeeding the session of the Asaxiation, was the local feature of 
the week, often detracting somewhat from the interest in the 
larger gathering. For some reason, this customi seeans to have 
been discontinued from the year 1886. 

GENERAI. SUE VET BY "eEAS." 

While attention has been given aomewhat in detail to (he 
earlier meetings of the Association, it would perhape be weari- 
swnle and unsatisfactory to attempt the same chronolt^cal treat 
ment through all the succeeding years. It seems therefore, 
more profitable to map out ita work and career in a more general 
way, considering it hj epochs and general features rather than 
by separate years, and following this general viem with a suc- 
cinct survey of the meaauree and poUciee which the Association 
haa successively espoused and brought to a state of realization; 1 
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The first era of its history was the formative period, reaching 
up to the time when the depreasing effect of the Civil War be- 
(Mine evident Aa another has well said, "The first era oreated 
the Aasociation, created the Journal of Bduoation, and oomr 
menoed the effort to mould public opinion on educational laair 
ters. It helped to form the men who gave it their thou^t and 
energy, and it accustomed the educators of tlie new State to 
work together for common ends and to realize iheir need of ee- 
capdng out of the isolation to which liie nature of thedr work in 
a measure subjeota them." The early work was largely that of 
atimulating zeal for the cause. 

The second era, which may be considered as extending from 
1861 to 1870 or thereabouts, was characterized by comparative 
nejE^lect of general measures and a predominating interest in 
the details and technique of instruction. During th^e years, 
the sessions were largely devoted to what may be deecribed aa 
inatituta exercises, and there was a dearth of topacs relatng to 
mdmi lustration. This peculiar trend, during thoee particular 
jeara, was doubtless a reflex result of the comiitig of Dr. Henry 
Barnard into the State in 1859, and the strength ajid popularity 
of the institute work inaugurated by him and carried forward 
by Messrs. Mcltfynn, Pickard, Pradt, Chas. H. Allen, and 
otheiTB in the years following. The recovetry of the Association 
from this institute fever was gradual, and was furthered by two 
causes, the eetablishnient of the present system of teaohers' in- 
stitutes between 1868 and 1871, and the rise of the Executive 
Session. 

'Die third period might well be designated aa "the era of the 
Executive Session." It closed in 1889 with the abandonnwat 
of the summer session and the rise of the IHstrict Associations. 
In this period, the discussion of administrative topics was at 
first the distinguishing characteristics of the winter meetings; 
but gradually this differentiation grew lees definite. The whole 
period was one of active interest in questions of State policy, as 
will appear farther along. 

But the growth of the State in population and in wealth, the 
increasing complexity and importance of its educational intei^ 
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ests, and the rising standard of professional requirements from 
the teacbing body, conspired to introduce the fourth and present 
era; whidi was inaugurated at the Waukeeha meeting in 1889. 
The purpose which was formerly sought by the itinerary of the 
Bunnner session, taking it now to one part of the State and now 
to another oould be better effected by the maintenanoe of distrio* 
associations; while the State Asocialdon oonld concentrate itfl 
unergies on one strong meeting yearly, and thua keep up unity 
of interest and action among the growing body of professional 
educators in tiie State. 

For the first five years of this period, from 1890 to 1894, the 
annual meetings were held at Madison, In 1895, throngh the 
courtesy and public spirit of the teaohers and citizens of Ifil- 
waukee, the Association was led to adopt that city as its place of 
meeting, where all meetings have since been held, that being wmr 
the only city in the State which can afiord adequate hotel bjoA 
other facilities for our meetings in their present stage of de- 
velopment 

This period is also characterized by the development of "seo 
tion work" in the annual sessions. Division of tite Association 
into sections during portions of each meeting was first attempted 
in 1872, when two sections were constituted, the High School 
section and the Intermediate and Primary section, but not with 
very satisfactory results. The experiment was repeated at 
Sparta, in 1873, and then dropped. With the opening of the 
present era, lioi,vever, in 1900, Aree sections were organized, 
lihe High School, Superintendents,' and Noxmlal Sbhool sections. 
These sufficed for the next few years ; but at llie last meeting 
held in Madison, in 1894, a further expansion of the section 
plan comimenced which seems now to have gone beyond the 
limits of either profit or practicability. There is present indi- 
cation of reaction against this extreme teoideney towards segro- 
gation. 

While this sketch purports to deal only with the Wisconsin 
Teachers' Association, it has been found impracticable to oon- 
fine it strictly to that oi^ajiizatioD. During the greater part of 
its history, or, more specifically, sdnoe the beginning of its third 
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era, this Association has horered a brood under its wings. The 
County Superintendents' convention, the Institute Conductors' 
meeting, the Principals' Asaocdation, the State examination for 
teachers' certificates for a timie^ and sundry and divers other 
more or less independent organizations and activities have clus- 
tered about its convocations, and have been nourished by it 
Some have been weaned aud now nkaintain existence under new 
conditions, while others still continue the family relation. 

THE PHKSIDENCT. 

John Q. McMynn was President of this body at its first three 
meetings ; but since then it has been an unwritten law of the 
Aseooiaiion that no one shall be twice elected to its presidency. 
One president, J. K. Purdy, died in o&oe, and the Vice Presi- 
dent became president Thus it happens that 48 men and one 
womiaji, Rose C. Swart, have dischar^ the duties of thia office 
up to Jan. 1, 1903. By a happy inspiration of some one, at the 
meeting of the National Educational Asaoaiation in Milwaukee 
in 1897, twenty-four of the ex-preeidents were got together and 
lAotographed in one group, induding Col. McMynn, the senior 
of them all. It is not likely that another picture was ever taken 
which shows ao representative a group of the educational leaders 
of a commonwealth, 

INFLDEfrCB ON STATE POLICY. 

Let us now turn from' this general view of die history of the 
Association to a somewhat more detailed resume of its work and 
influence as embodied in our educational system and statutes. 
The nieasuree and policies which have foimd either their origin 
or their most effective support in the deliberations and deliv- 
erances of this body are many and important; to recount them 
is to Bummiarize the educational history of the State. Hence 
■our survey must be rapid lest it prove wearisome. 

The first undertaking which enlisted the efforts of the Asso- 
ciation was the establishment of an educational joumaL The 
first business of the second meeting, Aug. 9, 1854, was the con- 
stituting of "a committee to confer with the State Superin- 
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tendent reBpeeting an educational journal, and report a plan, for 
its eatabliahmjent" And before the close of the seeaion, a com- 
mittee of five, headed by Chaneellor Lathrop, waa appointed "to 
publish an, educational journal should it be deemed expedient" 
It seems not to have been deemed expedient, but the Wisconsin 
Educaiional Jowmal waa published during die year by Meaers. 
George S. Dodge and James Sutherland at Janeaville. At tte 
diird anmial meeting, held at Racine in 1855, negotiationa were 
concluded whidi placed ibis journal in the hands of the AsBoeia- 
tion as its organ ; and an editorial committee of ei^t, with Mr. 
McMjTin as "resident editor," waa elected to have control of the 
publication. State patronage was secured for the Journal and 
it waa published by the Association for tdgbt years. After a 
Buspenaion of five years, tie Journal was revived throu^ the 
action of the Association at Watertowm in 1870, and waa pub- 
lidied from that date till the end of the century afi the "organ 
of tlie State Teaohers' Association." 

At the second meeting of the ABSooiation, Normal Schook and 
Teadiers' Institutes received attention and a oomknittee waa ap- 
pointed to memorialize die L^slature for both, Teachers' In- 
stitntee continued to receive the endorsement and call forth tbe 
ui^ent appeals of the Assocdatiou from year to year until thciy 
became Itie eetabli^ed insUtutioii in the State whidi they now 
ara There waa not always the same unanimity and urgen<7 
wiUi respect to Nonraal Schools, but they received attention and 
extended discussion at the fourth, fifth, and dsth meetings, held 
mpeetively at Beloit, Waukeeha, and Portage. At the last 
namied meeting, in 1858, the sanction of adoption was givea to 
a "Plan of i^Tormal Instruction," reported by Rev. J. B. PradJ^ 
which included not only normal academies, teachers' institutes, 
and a normal school proper, but alao "an itinerant nomual fac- 
ulty, viho, in conjunction with the county superintendenta, shall 
give instruction to the institutes." It would require no great 
stretch of imagination to look upon this as a direct prophecy of 
the present institute system. 

Many features of our educational system are now so <AA. that 
we have forgottrai their origin. It hardly oocurs to us that they 
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ever had a beginning. And yet this Association had a hand 
in their inception. For instance, at the tliird meeting, in 1855, 
thia l>ody took strong ground in favor of graded schools, &a. 
institution then almost unknown. A committee made a report 
stating ably the advantages which were to be expected from 
such schools. That all sounds very far away now. At about 
the same time, tlie Association committed itself strongly to the 
idea of the co-education of the sesea, a policy which thcD was 
looked upon as an innovation, but whiti now seems to us so 
mtuch the order of nature that Llie new "segregation" doctrine 
from the Midway Plaisance sounds like a voice from the tombs. 

In 1855, too, the Association is found urging upon the State 
the establishment of "a reform school for juvenile offenders." 
It is now many a year since that prayer was answered by tiie 
founding of the institution at Waukesha. 

But the petitions of the Association were not always so 
promptly heard. At the fourth meeting, held at Beloit in, 1856, 
Walter Van Kess of I'ond du Lac read a paper on "The Discon- 
nection of lie State Superinlendency with Politics." But it 
has remained for tliis year of our Lord, 1903, to see the first 
effective step taken toward its consummation. 

But there was another superintendencr^ question in those days. 
At the meeting in 1857, the county superintendency of schools 
began to be agitated ; and at the meeting of 1860 resolutions 
were adopted condemning tJie town supeirintendenc^ and urg- 
ing the county system instead. (How many teachers today 
know that we ever had a town superintendency of schools ?) In 
1862, the first County Superintendents' convention was held in 
connection with the meeting of the Association at Janesville. 

At the eleventh meeting, held in 1863, "the establishmemt of 
a grade of permanent or professional teachers' certificates to be 
granted to graduate of normal schools and others who pass re- 
quired examinations" was discussed and recommended. Hero 
we have the beginning of our present system of state certificates ; 
but inasmuch as the State bad no norm^al schools at that date ili0 
phraseolc^ seems ratier prophetic. 
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Soon after the War, this Association began to agitate for the 
establishment of a State school for feeble minded youth. As 
already stated, this was discussed at the first "executive session," 
in 1867. The subject came up again in 1871, and for twenty 
years afterwards it was the subject of annual resolutions and ap- 
peals. These resolutions were presented ior years by O. R. 
Smith, one of the strongest members of the Association in those 
days. Later, this duty was often discharged by W. D. Parkeff 
and W. H. Chandler. By 1890, it had become evident that 
somertihing more than annual resolutions by this body was neoee- 
aary to move the State to action in behalf of that unfortunate 
class. Accordingly, the writer of this paper, at the wint^ir meet- 
ing of 1889, got himself harnessed in for a "campaign of edu- 
cation." A year later, he made a report on "The Duty of the 
State to the Eecble Minded," which was published in pamphlet 
form and circulated extensively. An ejdiibit was brought from 
the state institutions of Illinois and Minnesota and displayed 
before this body and, later, to the legislature. Success did not 
come speedily. Three successive legislatures were convinced, 
but t^TO gubernatorial vetoes intervened. In the third trial, the 
governor, W. H. Upham, was committed in advance, and in the 
spring of 1895, after a continuous campaign ofsix years, the Wis- 
consin Home for the Feeble Minded became an accomplished fact, 
Perhaps the most notable thing about that protracted effort was 
the faithfulness and enthusiasm with which hundreds of memr 
bers of tiiis Association circulated petitions, year after year, 
and brought active influence to bear upon the legislative inertia. 
Into no public enterprise has this body ever put so miuch of 
energy and persistence as into this ; but (he results have justi- 
fied the effort. 

The winter" meeting of 1871 was miarked by die opening of an 
agitation in favor of "county high schools," or academies. 
Prominent in the advocacy of such an, addition, to th^e state ^- 
tam was A. F, North of Waukesha county, a m|an whose keen • 
wit and fertile mind gave zest for many years to the mieetangs of 
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Hiis body. The Association did not at that time oonuoit itself 
to the movement, but in these later years we have a revival of 
the idea, as taking form in county training aehoola and county 
schools of agriculture. 

In Becemiber, 1874-, during the superintondency of Prof. Ed- 
ward Searing, there began a movement of the greatest im- 
portanos to the commonwealth, the movement for "free town 
high schools," The Association so cordially supported the ef- 
forta of Supt. Searing in this direction that favorable legisla- 
tion speedily foUowed. While the development of township 
high schools in rural oonunnnities has not followed to the d^ree 
which was then anticipated, the iwovettnent has resulted directly 
in our present system of state add to free high schools and in the 
remarkable development of seeondaiy education under ^;ate su- 
pervision. 

At the same meeting, in December, 1874, the initial action 
was taken favoring the plan of free test books in public schools, 
a plan which has slovly but steadily gained in public favor to 
the present time, but has not yet becoine the uniform poli<y of 
the State. 

At the Eau Claire meeting, in 1875, Supt. James MacAlister 
of Milwaukee, now president of Drexel Institute, read a paper 
on "A Sttate School Tax" In succeeding years, on to 1881, this 
measure was discussed and its enactment lu^ed, the chief lead- 
ers in its advocacy being State Supts. Searing and Whitford 
and, on one occasion. President Basooin. TThe desired result 
was secured in 1885 in the form of what is known as the mill 
tax, an act of justice and good policy as far as it goes, which is 
only half far enough. 

The year 1875 also saw the beginning of the miovement 
towards systeraatization of the work in country schools through 
an organized course of study. The first suggestion of a course 
of study for com|mon schools which appears in our records was 
in a report in December, 1875, signed by Robert Graham and 
E. H. Sprague. For the next four years, the discussion of this 
subject went on witliout intermission under the lead of Prof. 
Graham, Supt. Searing, and especially Supt. W. G Whitford, 
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under whose adraiQislration the scheme wns finally launched in 
1879. The "Haniial of Course of Study for Ungraded 
Schools," which haa gone through many revisions and editions 
since, dates in fact from that year, and haa come to be one of 
the established features of our educational system. The year 
1875 was a fertile one in the inauguration of new educational 
policies; but after that came a sort of dry time in which, for 
several years, few mcvementa of great importanoe had their be- 
ginniing. In this year, the subject of a state ffyetem. of school 
libraries was brou^t forward in a committee report, by I. N. 
Stewart as chairman ; but this start was not followed up. An- 
other push was nLade in 1884, biit no advance in the way of leg- 
islation came until 1887, under the lead of Supt^ J. B. Thayer. 
Then b^an a gradual advance, whioh has culminated in the 
present splendid activity in library development. 

At the Sheboygan meeting, in 1883, the Associaittton began the 
advocacy of the establishment of a chair of pedagc^ at the State 
univereity, a result which was actualized two years later. In 
both meetings of 1884, the institution of Arbor Bay was vigor- 
ously urged, the impetus coming from an address by the Hon. 
B. G. Northrop of Connecticut 

At the winter meeting of 1886, the first su^eetion was made, 
in a paper by Prof. fJ. A. Birge, of a summer sdiool of science 
at the univei^ity. The school was oi^nized and wai for the 
first two or three years of its existence conducted under the au- 
spioee of this Assocnation, when the legislature was induced to 
make some prorision for its continuance and expansion. 

THE FOUBTH ECA. 

The year 1892 marks tiie opening of a period of greater and 
etiU more fruitful activity. The disconnection of the superinr 
tenden(^ from politics which attracted the attcaition of the Aa- 
sooiation in its earliest years had long lain dormant as a topic 
of public discussion, l}io<u^ it had been the silent dreant of 
many. But in 1892 it was brought to the fore^ both in the 
annual address by the president, F. W. Cooley, and by a report 
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from the Committee on Legislation, composed of L. D. Harvey, 
T. B. Pniy, and William E. Anderson. The Association then 
strongly conuiiitted itself to n diange in the State oonstitution 
providing for the election of both state and county superin- 
tendents at the spring election. In 1893, the Committee on 
Legislation, then consisting of Oliver R Wells, L. D. Harv^, 
and John IN'agle, returned to the attack, re-affirming the desira- 
bili^ of electing super intendentA at the spring election. Thedr 
report was adopted, and a similar one in 1894. From 1892 tm, 
this measure was coupled with the removal of the constitutional 
/imitation on the salary of the state superintendent At the last 
meeting of tJiis body, in 1901, both propositions were again ap- 
proved, with but one dissenting voice; and at a recent electiwi 
the people of Wisconsin have settled the matter af&rmatively. 

In 1899, the plan of providing a coimty institute fund by im- 
posing a tax of $1,0(1 on each person applying for a county 
teacher's certificate was proposed and approved. This ap- 
proval was reaiErmed in following years, and the plan found its 
place in the statutes of tlie State in 1895, oontributing mntfri- 
ally, thenceforth, to the expansion and strengthening of the in- 
Bfitute work. 

The year 1892 also marked the beginning of a laige and ac- 
tive interest in the use of literature in the sdiools; and for the 
ten years following there was presented a continuous succea- 
eion of papers and reports on Literature and Libraries in their 
relation to echools of all g]-ades. 'While this current of educa- 
tional thought did not produce, nor aim at, much of positive 
l^slation, it has doubtless markedly influemced the thought and 
practice of the teachers of our State. It is one of the prtnninfflit 
characteristics of this Fourth Period in our history. 



THE BDEAI. SCnOOL PEOBLEM. 

In all its history, this Association has had an abiding interest 
in the common country sdiools. At divers times, it has tried to 
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devise liberal things for their support and imprOTenifint. The 
advocacy of the State school tax is an instance in point. Bnt 
in recent years it has awakened to the urgency of the present sit- 
uation and has given strenuous thought to the oountry school 
problem. This thought has seemied to move along two parallel 
lines, one looking to the enrichment and better adaptation of the 
work in rural schools, and the other towards the centralization 
and consolidation of country schools to the end of greater 
©fBciency in management and instruction. 

In the direction of enrichment and better adaptation, an early 
and wise, though now abnoet forgotten, note was sounded by 
Prof. "F. H. King, theoi of the River Falls normal school, at 
the winter meeting in December, 1888. Those who are now 
active in the movemimt for the reform of the country school 
curriculum will find matter of interest and profit in Professor 
Knng's paper on "Raising the Standard of Rural Sohoob," pub- 
lished in the Wisconsin Journal of Education for July, 1889. 
But Mr. King proved to be an example of the man ahead of bis 
times, and the matter rested for another decade. 

At the meeting in December, 1897, a new stage in the diacus- 
eion of tbe rural schools was inaugurated by the presentation of 
a paper by Albert Salisbury on "The Rural Sdiool Probleni." 
This led to the appointment of a committee of six, with Mr. 
Salisbury as chairman, who presented an exhaustive report at 
the meeting for 1898. This report, which marshalled a fresh 
array of facts conoeming the present condition of country 
schools and the need for consolidation, was published in pamph- 
let form. No effective legislation has yet resulted, but the issue 
is still a live one. At the meeting in December, 1900, two im- 
portant papers were presented, one by State Supt Harvey on 
"IiMtmctaon in Agriculture and Domestic Economy in Rural 
Oonanunities," and one by Prof. A. A. Uphami of the White- 
water normal school, on "Transportation of Rural School Pupils 
at Public Expense," which were published by the department 
of public instruction and widely eircidated. 

One of the important recent steps in advance, in the way of 
school l^slation, is found in the rewi^anization of the certifica- 
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tion fc^steaii as related to county certificatee. The movemettit 
wfl^ inaugurated in the Southern Wisconsin ABSOcnation in 
Arnil, 1899, when a paper was preaented by President Sajis- 
buiy, arraigning the (.'xisting Bystein, whidi had survived with 
little change for a whole generation. The subject was brought 
into the State Association in 1900, when a committee of Beven, 
serving under request of State Supt Harvey, with Prof. A. J. 
HuttoD as chairman, brought in a very able and ■well-digested 
report on "Modifications of State Laws Relating to Certifica- 
tion of Teachers in ^^''isconsin." The recoanmendaticffia of this 
report were indorsed by the Association and afterwards became 
the basis of the law of 1001. 

At the same meeting in 1900, a committee, with Prof. C. E. 
Patzer as chairman, made a report upon "The Graded Scliool 
Problem," having refrrenee to what may be called rural graded 
schools, comprising two or more rooms but without a high 
school departnnent The recommendations of this report also, 
under the wise and forceful ui^ency of Supt Harvey, found 
place in the statutes at the following session of the legislature; 
llhia law extending state aid and supervision to small graded 
schools has already approved itself as one of the most important 
advance movemlente in recent years. 

SUMMARY OF HESDLTB. 

Briefly to recapitulate, these are the accomplished results al- 
ready embodied in our state system of education and of school 
l^islation, largely through the agency of the Wisconsin Teadi- 
ers' Associatioin. In the first era, 1853 to 1861, effort was suc- 
cessfully directed towards the establishment of a joumaj of 
education ; of normal schools, graded schools, and the State In- 
dustrial School ; of the county sui)erintendency and the system 
of State certificates. The second era, 1R61 to 18Y0, was not 
fruitful in the direction of educational policies, for reasons al- 
rea/ly mentioned, but opened up the long agitation for a sdiool 
for the feeble-minded. The third period, 1870 to 18S9, brought 
in the free towndiip high schools, the State srfibol tax, the 
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course of study for iHmaaon schools, the pedagogical departmaent 
and tlie suimner sdiool at the tTniversity, and the school library 
system. The foTirth and present era, beginning with 1890, has 
already been marked by the establishment of the oounty insti- 
tute fund, State aid and supervision for the small graded schools, 
an improved &y3tem of certification for teachers, involving a 
much higheo" standard of qualification for teaching, the removal 
of the constitutional limitation on the salary of the State Su- 
perintendent, and the disconnection of the superintendency from 
politics. It has brought to the front Hie rural sctool problem 
in its two aspects of enrichment of courses and (M>nsolidatioii> of 
schools, a most vital and pressing problem under tlie new con- 
ditions of country life which now obtain. 

Over and above all this, there are still a laige numiber of im- 
portant "cases an the docket," questions of moment which have 
been strenuously discussed from time to time, but which have 
not yet found the answer which, in the fullness of time, must 
be given them. Among these, are the substitution of the town- 
ship system of school oi^nization. for the abortive small dis- 
trict system, the general introduction of the kindergarten and 
manual training, and the adequate enforcement of c»rapulsory 
attendance at sehool, a movement nenvly appearing above the 
horizon at the present time. These things are on the way, and 
tiiis Association has done much to keep them on the way. It 
should be said at this point, however, that entire credit for all 
these movements and achievements can not be claimed for this 
Association. Other forces have, of course, co-operated; and 
chief among these haa been the insight, foresight, and enei^ of 
our succession of able and earnest State superiutendemtfl. But 
these superintendents have always found in this body their first 
forum, their beat counsel, and their most effective support 
They have called us to action, and we have carried them to vic- 
tory. And they themeelvefl have received no small part of their 
training for that high office in the collisions and deliberations 
of the Wisconsin Teachers' Association. 
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OOKCmSIOlT. 

ThiB relation of the raeaBures and policies to which, the Asso- 
ciatioR has lent ita countenance and active support, 1^ no means 
covers its whole work and influence. Through all the half cen- 
tury it has heen a grand clearing-house of educational opinion, 
e training school in educational discussion, a center for educa- 
tional dissemination. It haa brought into periodical conjunc- 
tion all the educaticmal forces of the commonwealth ; and so has 
been an indispensable condition of that educational evolution 
which has lifted us so far above the plan© of fifty years ago. 

And while it has been all this to the State as a body politic, it 
has been no less helpful to its miemberB as individuals. It has 
brougbt them into personal aoquaintance, the younger with the 
older. It haa given to new members an introduction to the pro- 
fession and to professional aims. It has furnished to rising 
men n chance to win their spura. It has sometimes chastened 
those who were in need of a better self-understanding. And, 
best of all, it has developed a spirit of comradeehip, and fur- 
nished annual occasion, at least, for clasping hands and toucb- 
ing elbows and giving the social pass-words of the pedagogical 
fraternity. 

Throughout its whole career, it has been honest, sincere, plain- 
Rpoken, and strenuous. It has never lent itself, for long, to 
shams or false gods. It has had a due and wise, but never an 
overweening, respect for authority and leadership. It may well 
be proud of its history and its work. 

But this chronicle, so hurried in its movement, so skeleton- 
like in ita structure, goes but a little way towards expressing 
what this Association means to those who for thirty years and 
more have found great pleasure as well as great profit in its re- 
curring convocations. Ita history, like the blue dome above, 
gives setting to a galaxy of stars, some of the first magnitude 
and some of less, but all shining with the light of devotion to 
our oomiruon cause and work. 

Back in the days of my boyhood, but not beyond my personal 
ken and contact, was the small but lumincois constellation of the 
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pioneers, McMynn and the two Pickards, Pickett aiid Kilgore, 
Peabody and Oraig and Pradt and their oo-workers, Next to 
them, cornea tbat wider cluster, spanning the rebellion period 
and reaching down the century — Ohas. H. Allen, William C 
Whitford, O. R. Smith, Robert Graham, Edward Searing, 
Oliver Arey, A. F. North, S. H. Carpenter, Willard H. Chand- 
ler, Geo, Si Albee, John Nagle, Prof. J. J, Blaisdell — every 
name the name of a man, every name the name of a strong, de- 
voted, heroic soul, loyal to its last heart throb to the interests and 
the future hope of free and true education for the children of 
Wisconsin and America. Words cannot speak the affection and 
reverence which I, and every one of as who know tiem, have for 
these stanch lovers of their kind, these stars in onr educational 
firmament. Whatever frailties they may have shared with ub 
and the common race of men we remember not. We recall only 
that whidi made them great. They walk with us no more ; but 
their lives and their labors stand as an inspiration and an ex- 
ample to everyone :who oasts a glance backward to see whence 
came the educational present, now in our hands, but soon to be 
passed on to others as their inheritance and their sacred charge.

APPENDIX. 



An Act to Incorporate the WlBconBln Teachers' AssoclaUon. 
Tlie people of the State oj Wisconsin represented in Senate and Assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. John G. McMynn, J. L. Pickard, B. Hodges, C. B. Good- 
rich, R. O. Kellogg, W. Van Neas, D. Y. Kllgore. C. Chllds, and 8. G. 
8tfcy, with such other persona aa ihay become associated with them, 
and their eucceasors, be and are hereby created & body corporate and 
politic, with perpetual succession, by the name or "The Wiaconaln 
Teachers' Aasoclatlon," and by that name they and their successors 
shall ever be known, and ahall have the power to sue and be sued, to 
contract and be contracted with, plead and be impleaded, delend and 
be derended In all courts of law and equity. 

Skc. 2. Said corporation shall have a common seal, end shall have 
power to acquire, purctiase, receive, possess, hold and enjoy property 
real and personal, and to sell and convey, rent or otherwise lawfully 
dispose of the same at pleasure: Provided, That the amount of real 
and personal property of aald corporation shall not exceed the aum of 
twenty thoueand dollars at any one time. 

Seo. 3. The purposes of said association shall be the mutual im- 
provement of Its members, and the promotion of popular education 
throughout the state. 

Seo. 4. Said corporation shall have the power to adopt auch con- 
stitution and by-lawa aa they may deem proper, and make such rales 
and regulations from time to time as may he neceasary to carry Into 
effect the provisions of this act. 

Seo. E>. This act shall take effect and he In force from and after Ita 
passage. 

Approved March 30, 1855.

Abticlb 1. TblB Association aball be called "The Wlsconaln 
Teachers' Association," and eball have for its object the mutual Im- 
provement o( its members, and the advancement ot public educatioa 
throughout the State. 

IfEUBEBSHIP. 

Abticle 2. The Association shall consist of school officers, teacbers 
and others interested In promoting the educational iotereats ot the 
State. 



AsncLE 3. The annual fee shall be for men, one dollar, and for 
women, fifty cents, payable at or before the annual meeting. 



AsncLE 4. The officers of this Association shall be President, a 
Secretary, a Treasurer, three Vice Presidents, and an Executive Com- 
mittee of five members, of which the President and Secretary ot ths 
Association shall be exofOclo members. The other three members 
shall constitute a continuous body, one member to be elected by the 
Association ever; year tor a term ot three years. The term of office 
of all the officers of the Association shall expire three months after 
the adjonmment of the annual meeting. 

ELECriOK OF OFFICEBS. 

Abticta G. The President shall be elected annually, and tlie Secre- 
tary every three years, by the members of the Association by ballot 
All other officers shall be elected by the Association on nomination 
made by a nominating committee. This election shall follow that of 
IPresIdent 
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K^ODTITK OOIUOTTEB. 

Abtiole 6. Tlie BxecutlTe CommlttM Bhall hays gener&l managv- 
ment of the Asfiociatlon, Including the finaaceB, the time and place of 
tbe meetlDgB, the OTcrslgbt of the varlouH ofllcers In the discharge 
of their respective duties and the fllUuK temporarily of all vacancies 
not otherwise provided for. The Committee shall have power to or- 
ganise new sections, and to consolidate or dispense with existing sec- 
tloni. 

The Executive Committee sball hold two regular meetings at Bucli 
time and place as the Presldeut may determine. One of these meet- 
ings shall precede and the other Immediately follow the annual meet- 
ing of the Association.

AnnoLB 7. The President shall be the executive head of tlia Aaao- 
datlon, and with the Executive Committee shall be responsible for its 
proper management. All officers shall aid him In any way lie may re- 
quire, and the officers of each section shall act under his direction. 
He shall preside at the general meetings and may prepare an a&nual 
address.

The Secretary ot each section shall furnish 
the Secretary of the Association with a complete record of the pro- 
ceedings of his section within ten days after the adjournment ot the 
Association. Within three months of the adjournment, the Secretary 
of the Association shall file all records and papers with the State Bn- 
perlntendent for safe keeping and for examination.
